The  committee  rose  and  reported,  report  received  and 
adopted.

Your  committee  have  laid  over  the  petition  of  Ozeni 
Strong,  for  proof  to  sustain  the  same  ;  also,  the  account  of 
Jonathan  Russ,  the  roads  surveyed  as  per  account  ren- 
dered, not  having  passed  the  Council. 
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Your  committee  have  to  remark,  that  the  Treasurer 
cliarges  OUeotors'  and  Assessors'  foes  as  money  paid  out, 
whereas  these  fees  are  required  to  he  paid  and  deducied 
hy  the  Collectors  from  monies  collected  on  the  Roll,  and 
the  halance  alone  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer.  Your 
committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  in  future  the  law  be 
so  carried  out,  and  the  Collectors  l)e  notified  of  the  same, 
through  which  a  saving  will  be  eil'ected,  as  the  Treasurer 
is  entitled  only  to  a  per  centage  on  the  money  actually 
coming  into  his  hands. 

Your  committee  beg  fuilher  to  recommend  that  the 
Treasurer  he  henceforw.'U'd  ro(juired  to  de])osit  all  monies 
as  received  by  liim,  to  the  cicdit  of  the  District  Council, 
at  one  of  the  Bank  Agencies  of  Cobourg,  and  that  stated 
l)eriods  of  the  year  be  settled  for  the  payment  of  all  Dis- 
trict and  Township  liabilities,  and  that  all  orders  on  the 
Treasurer,  or  accounts  ordered  to  be  j)aid,  be  })aid  by 
check  of  the  Treasurer,  eoiuitersigned  by  the  Clerk  ;  and 
tl)-vt  the  Warden  be  requested  to  make  arrangement  with 
one  of  the  Baidis,  for  an  alle\v'anee  to  the  District  on  all 
deposits  so  made.  Yoiu"  Committee  beg  to  say  that  they 
have  conferred  on  this  subject  with  the  Treasurer,  who 
coincides  in  the  piopricty  of  tliis  proposed  arrangement. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  in 
future  all  Assessment  Rolls  be  made  out  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  (instead  of  by  the  Clerk  of  tlie  Peace,)  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  By-Law  No.  14,  by  which  a  great 
.saving  to  the  District  will  be  eliecled,  and  the  service  more 
conveniently  and  correctly  performed  ;  and  further,  that 
the  accounts  be  published  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Council,  and  not  in  the  newspapers  as 
heretofore. 

With  reference  to  Mr.  George  Ward's  communication 
on  the  so  Inject  of  his  debt,  your  committee  see  no  reason 
to  deviate  from  the  course  recommended  by  your  com- 
mittee in  May  last,  and  are  of  opinion  that  the  debt  shoidd 
he  forthwith  collected,  u'dess  secured  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Warden. 

With  regard  to  the  allusions  made  by  his  honor,  the 
Warden,  in  his  address  to  the  Council,  on  the  subject  of 
the  appropriation  of  monies  by  your  honorable  Council  in 
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May  last,  your  committp*^  beg  to  say  that  at  that  time  it 
was  consiaercd  expodiem  ;ind  proper  by  your  honorable 
ody,  to  place  the  surplus  fun()s  to  the  credit  of  the  Dis- 
trict^ and  divided  as  heretofore,  Uijd  such  appropriation 
having  been  acted  upon  in  good  faith,  your  committee  do 
not  see  the  propriety  or  nossibility  at  this  session  of  the 
Council,  after  the  expjiiiditure  of  the  funds,  to  alter  or  in 
any  way  interfere  with  the  appropriation. 

With  regard  to  the  claim  of  Wm.  Youall  for  an  abatr- 
ment  ot  his  taxes,  no  amount  bemg  specified,  your  com- 
mittee can.iot  entertain  the  petition. 

Your  committee  beg  further  to  remark  that  the  Treas- 
urer has  in  his  last  two  accounts,  from  October,  1846,  to 
October,  1847,  charged  a  percentage  on  the  sum  of  about 
Jti480  for  Assessors'  and  Collectors'  fees,  &,c.,  which  your 
committee  conceive  to  be  directly  contrary  to  the  spirit  of 
the  By-Law  regulating  the  Treasurer's  fees,  and  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  Treasurer  should  place  the  per  centago 
on  the  above  sum,  when  revised  by  the  Clerk,  to  the  credit 
of  the  District ;  and  further,  that  in  future  all  sums 
refunded  by  the  Government  for  the  administration  of 
criminal  justice,  should  be  paid  into  the  Bank  like  other 
monies,  without  any  deduction  for  per  centage  by  the 
IVeasurer,  this  sum  being  merely  a  refunding  of  monies 
on  which  the  Treasurer  has  already  received  his  per 
centage. 

The  account  rendered  by  the  Sheriff,  of  two  pounds, 
your  committee  can  find  no  authority  for,  and  cannot  here 
recommend  payment.

No.  XCVl. 

A  By-Law  to  raise  a  certain  sum  of  money  for  Common 
iSchool  purposes,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-seven. 

Passed  4th  November,  18i7. 

WHEREAS,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  ninety-five  pounds,  four  shillings  and  six  pence, 
of  the  public  money  of  this  Province,  has  been  apportioned 
to  tl  3  District  of  Newcastle  for  Common  School  purposes 
for  th'  current  year,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  necessary,  according  to  tlK'; 
provisions  of  the  Statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided, 
to  raise  by  assessment  a  sum  of  money  at  least  equal, 
(clear  of  all  charges  of  collection,)  to  the  amount  of  th(^ 
said  sum  of  public  money  so  apportioned  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  t!ie 
Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  District  of  Newcastle,  in 
</0uncil  assembled,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the

tx)wns  m  l^pper  (Canada,  to  impose  a  tax  on  dogs 'within 
tlieir  respective  Districts  and  Towns,"  power  i.'/given  to 
District  Councils  to  tax  dogs  within  their  respective^ 
Districts  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  necessary  to  impose  a  tax  on 
persons  kee])iiig  dogs,  and  to  make  provision  for  X\w 
keeping  dogs : 

Be  it  therifore  enacted  by  the  District  Council  in 
Council  assembled,  That  from  and  after  the  fust  day  of 
January  now  n(!xt  ensuing,  every  person  residing  within
